Scientist Predicts

Glimate On Earth 


PASADENA-r^an supersonic airline* 
ers affect the climate on earth? 


The answer is “maybe,” according 
to a faculty member at thè CaUforriia 
Institute of Technology—unless the sul­ 
fur content of SST fuel is significantly 
reduced. 


Dr. James J. Huntzicker, resèai-ch 
fellow in environmental health engi­ 
neering at Caltech, said that by the 
year ip90, 54 million metric tons of jet 
fuel per year will be burned in the 
stratosphere by airplanes. 


“A.bout 0.08 percent of this fuel will 
consist of sulfur,” Huntzicker said. “In 
the combustion process this suHui* is 
converted, into sulfur dioxide, a gas, 
which is in turn converted into tmy 
droplets of sulfuric acid. If , enough of 
these particles are in the stratosphere, 
t h e y may cause an increase in the 
amount of sunlight that is reflected 
away from the earth before reaching 
the lower atmosphere and the surfafce. 
Climatic changes possibly could re­ 
sult.”

He said he couldn’t make any predic­ 
tions about the extent of climate 
change that might occur. However, he 
said effects would be concentrated in 
the Northern Hemisphere because the 
great majority of SSTs would pass 
over this part of the globe. 


“Although there probably will not be 
an American SST fleet in the near 
future, the Russian and British-French 
transports are just now becoming oper­ 
ational,” Huntzicker said. “Moreover, 
there seems to be continuing pressure 
to reinstate the American SST pro­ 
gram. Thiis, the importance of investi­ 
gating the environmental effects can’t 
be underestimated.” 


Dr. Huntzicker calculated the rate of 
chemical, conversion of stratospheric 
sulfur dioxide into sulfate aerosol using 
a chemical kinetic model;. From this 
rate he was able to estimate the 
production rate of sulfate aerosol jfrom 
sulfur dioxide’ emitted by SSTs, 


Based on a projected 54' million 
metric tons of fuel consumed each 
year by the SSTs by the end of jJie 
1980s, H u n t z i c k e r estimated that* 
enough sulfate aerosol would be pro- 
(Juqed in the stratosphere to increase 
the total aerosòl loading by aboutv2' 
percent above the average level for 
1962-69. 


“The percentage of increase could 
vary greatly, depentog on the amount 
of fuel burned by the SSTs, and on the 
sulfur contient of the fuel,” he said. 
“Recent estimates of stratosphere 
emissions by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation’s Climate Impact As­ 
sessment Program are substantially 
greater than those I used. If these 
more recent estimates are correct, then 
the total aerosol increase will be consi­ 
derably more than I’m predicting— 
perhaps by as much as 57 per cent 
with req>ect to the 1962-69 average.”

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - Some 
planetary scientists still believe there 
is the possibility of. life-on.;Mars even 
though space missions failed to .find 
any and showed the Martian “'canals” 
are really only the work of dust 
storms. 


Scientists at the International • Collo­ 
quium on Mars, a meeting sponsored 
by the California Institute of Technolo­ 
gy, were advised Thursday to riile out 
at least two once widely held hy- 
photheses about life on Mars.

Dr. Peter. R. Strutt, associated pro­

ments, a term used to describe ex­ 
tremely small amounts of elements.

“The development is important b ^ , , 
cause the strict tolerances required in 
modern high temperature technology 
demand an inappreciable isimount^ of 
V creep even over extended periods' oi 
operation^” Dr. Strutt said.

Tlie '■'i'nipetus. for . the study arose' 
when Robert S; Polvani, a Ph.D. stri­ 
dent from Meriden, Connecticut, noted 
that a nickel-aluminum alloy displayed 
rather u n u s u a l thermo^niechanicail 
properties. When it became apparent 
that small amounts of impurities gave 
rise to this behavior^ the researchers 
studied the effect of deliberate trace 
additions.. In these experiiiients the 
researchers demonstrated that addi­ 
tions of a selected element as small as 
20 parts per million can dramatically 
affect creep behavior in pure nickel. In 
later tests, the group discovered that 
creep is further retarded by the addi­ 
tion of more than one trace element. 
With high purity nickel, for example, 
the creep resistance was found to 
increase 3.5 tinies by addmg trace 
amounts of boron arid zircdhiiiin. 


The technique, of strenghtening mate­ 
rials against creep by adding trace 
elements is termed micróalloying. 


“Further experiments now show 
that microalloying is highly effective 
in enhancing the creep resistance of 
technologically iniportant nickel-base 
alloys,” Dr. Strutt said. “Thus a new 
concept is provided for the design of a 
future generation of advanced high 
temperature materials.” 


An important clue to how microalloy­ 
ing strengthens materials was ob­ 
tained, Dr. Strutt said, by examining 
some materials at iiigh magnifications ' 
in an electron m i c r o s c o p e . The 
strengthening appeared to be due to 
the effective way that very small clus­ 
ters of trace element atoms pimed 
atomic defects whose motion deforms 
material. 


“From these observations, ” Dr. 


Strutt said, “it has been possible to 
develop a theory, the basis of which 
can be used to predict the reliable 
lifetime of high temperature materials. 
The theory considers both the alloying 
element as well as the thermo-mechan­ 
ical process history of the material 
under investigation,”

Designed In NÁSÁ Lab 


A new emergency fire escape devicc, 
invented at the NASA Marshall Space 
Flight Center, Huntsville, Ala., may 
help reduce the number, of individuals 
who die every year trapped by fire on 
thé upper floors of tall buUdings. 


The unique device was developed by 
Peter Broussard and Jolin Burch of 
Marshall’s Astrionics Laboratory. Eas­ 
ily operated, it allows a trapped indi­ 
vidual to lower himself to the ground 
by means 
a harness attached to a 
steel cable. It can be adapted for any 
building height. 


The cable reel, with an automotive- 
type shock absorber, is mounted on a 
metal frame and anchorèd outside of a 
window or on an inside wall. The reel 
and shock absorber are designed to 
control speed and allow a constant raté 


of descent. The device will lower a 
. 150-lb. person at the rate of 2 feet per 
second. A lighter weight individual will 
descend at a slightly slower rate. 


There are different options available 
for reuse of the basic mechanism after 
the evacuee has reached a safe lower 
level. The device can be retractable, or 
extra harnesses with attached reels 
can be successively attached. to the 
frame so that retraction is not neces­ 
sary. 


The eight-pound device, which would 
be relatively inexpensive to manufac­ 
ture was designed and developed under 
NASA’s Technology Utilization Pro­ 
gram at MSFC. Hank Martin of the 
Marshall Technology Utilization Office 
is the project officer. 


To Aid 


FRANCISCO (UPI)

gram of rehabilitation for “pulmoniâry 
cripples,” training them to cope with 
their breathing difficulties so they can 
again perform daily activities, has 
been launched a t the Ralph K. Davies 
Medical Center. 


Persons eligible for the program 
suffer chronic pulmonary disease so 
severely hampering theu* breatWng 
that they are incapacitated—often as a 
result of smoking. 


For some, walking upstairs or even 
walking more than a few level steps 
leaves them gasping for breath and 
helpless. 
, 


The rebabilimtioa program is a two 


week course which helps patients in 
four major aieas— education, brea* 
thmg retraining, care of the lung air­ 
ways and physical reconditionmg, in­ 
cluding exercise. 


Patients are grouped according to 
the severity of their ,iUness. When 
necessary, the program is modified for 
individuals to fit theu: physical limita­ 
tions. 


Patients eligible for the course are 
afflicted with chronic obstructive pul­ 
monary disease or chronic restrictive 
pulmonary disease. 


Obstructive disease makes it difficult 
for a patient to expel air once breathed 
in and replace it with new oxygen. It . 


can be emphysema, asthma or chronic 
bronchitis and often a combination of 
aU three.. 
. This CO nbination is so closely asso­ 
ciated w th cigarette smoking that 
workers ii the program call it “dis­ 
ease of tip smoker.” 


Restrictive disease includes such in­ 
dustrially caused disorders as silicosis, 
chest deformity, muscle weakness, 
breathing deficiency resulting from 
spmal cord injury or other conditions 
restricting the patient’s ability to 
breathe in sufficient air. 
, 


The program director is Edna Solil, 
a regis^ed nurse who is listed in the 
American R e^try of Inhalation Ther- 


apists. She will work closely with other 
medical center departments. 


Relatives are encouraged to accom­ 
pany patients to the course to learn 
causes and means of dealing with 
pulmonary disease so they can help 
patients at home. 


Patients and their relatives learn 
causes of pulmonary disease, airway 
hygiene, pulmonary anatomy and phy­ 
siology, use of medications and care of 
respirators, oxygen equipment and ne­ 
bulizers at home. 


The necessity to stop smoking is 
stressed 
as 
essential 
to 
progress 
against pulmonary disease. 


Patients learn pursed lip breathing 


and' breathing from the diaphragmi as 
a means of keeping ainvays open. 


They are also taught to use the 
diaphragmatic muscles in coughing to 
rid the lungs of accumulated secre­ 
tions, contrasted to the usual more 
shallow cough which only clears the 
throat. 


Physical reconditioning includes ex­ 
ercise to build strength. Therapy inr- 
eludes postural drainage—tilting th® 
body —and percussion—tapping the pa­ 
tient's chest, back and sides—both as a 
means of clearing chest secretions.
